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I an enclosing three copies of a report "Studies on the D i e t hy I am i d e 
of Lysergic Add. III. Effects of Phenoxybenzamine on LSD-Reacficn 
in <Vion.” You will note that the pretreatment with phenoxybenzamine 
did not a t ter s icn i fica'ntl y the mental effects of I megm./kg^ of 
LSD. «'e thought you would be interested in this information, and 
ycu may, of course, pass if on to any other persons who are working 
in the psych osomi me tic field. 


Recently I have been attempting to do the opposite. Rather than 
attempting to attenuate the L3D-r e ac t i on , 1 have attempted to 
accentuate it by adm i n i s te r i ng epinephrine. So far, we have fried 
a combination of I megm./kg. of LSD plus C.4 mg./70 kg. of 
epinephrine subcuf aneous ly . There has been no evidence of any 
accentuation or blocking of the LSD-reacfion as yet. The work is 
continuing and the dose of epinephrine will gradually be raised. 


We are also initiating preliminary studies on d-lysergic acid 
morphol ide, d-!ysergic acid pyrrol idid, d-d Ime thy l am i de of lysergic 
acid, and 4-d i hydr o- 1 y s e rgy I am id o-d-oxa z ol idone . All of these 
materials have been furnished to us by the Sandoz Company. The 
object of the experiments wi I ! be to obtain information on the 
relation of chemical changes in five LSD molecule to changes in 
ps ych cs om Ime t ? c activity. The first experiments wifi be designed 
to get a rough appr ox ? ma f i on of the effective dose range in man, 
after which critical experiments comparing these two dose levels 
of each drug with two dose levels of LSD in the same subjects will 
be carried out.
